IiOSDOS, Sept. B.—It is reported among 


delegates bound for the Tradesnnion 
Congress which opens in Edinburgh Mon. 
day that all plans fo. a gigantic strike of 
the docklaborers of the world have been 
perfected in everything but the minute 
details, and that one of the most im 
portant labor movements ever conceived 
may be commenced this autumn. 


Trades nnlon men who do the work of

The plan Is said to be to unite all el

bush, -which looks like an enormous 
bouquet. At tbe top on one side hang 
clusters of pure white roses. In the 
middle at tho top ore red 'roses, bloom, 
ing in profusion. Pink roses hang in 
gay garlands at the top on tbe other 
cidc. All over the bush are branches of 
loses of other lines and colon. The del- 
icate La France, the white 
Mnie. 


Plantier, two varieties of Homer roses, 
the Pauline Lebeau, the 'Slack Prince, 
the Castilian and the white Iiamarque 
lend variety and attest by their prolific 
blooms to the virility of the stock upon 
which they were grafted, says the San 
Francisco OalL 


The owner of this rose bonquet is H. 


L. Barker, who is connected with the 
state bureau of mining. 
Once there 


were 13 distinct varieties of roses on the 
bnsh, bnt the tea roses grafted on proved 
to be short lived, and only the hardier 
variety have survived. 
There are 


enough now, eight, to make the bush 
a curiosity. Mr. Barker's explanation is 
that he likes to experiment; with plants 
and this rosebush is about 15 years 
old. 
Branch after branch has been 


grafted on. Tho original stock is the 
June or cabbage rose. The width at the 
top is not less than 36 feet, and the 
height equals the width. There are 
many stocks or trunks springing from 
the roots. Carbon is plentifully supplied 
to intensify the color of the blossoms.

LOCATION_ GRANTED. 


The', Council Holds a Public 


ng and Acts on Street 
Railway Petition. 


In His Replies He TelTs His Company's 
Ulntentlons About Transfers, Speaks of 


Its Stock and Says No Dividends 


Have Been Declared. 


An adjourned meeting of the city 


council was held Friday night for the 
purpose of considering the petition of the 
Hoosac Valley street railway for a loca- 
tion for its tricks on Main street, Eagle 
street, Union and Beaver streets to a 
point in the city line on Beaver street. 
Thirteen conncilmen were present and 
Mayor Houghton occupied his,seat along- 
side the Beats of the council's presiding 
officer. 
The spectators seats* were 


nnnsially well filled and the meeting was 
an interesting and satisfactory one. 


At a previous meeting and a subsequent 


adjourned meeting the council granted 
the railway company the right of a loca- 
tion for its track on Union and Beaver 
streets to a point in the city line from the 
corner of Eagle and Union streets. The 
whole route was included in the second 
petition, which sought chiefly to have a 
location granted from the terminus of 
the present branches on Main street to 
meet the granted location at the corner 
of Eagle and Union streets, allowed at the 
previous meetings. 


The council granted the railway com- 


pany's petition and now the company has 
the privilege of laying the track of its 
projected Beaver extension from the ter- 
minus of the present branches to the city 
'imit on Beaver street. 
The considering 


of the petition and the interest taken in it 
by the people made one of the most inter- 
esting of council meetings so far. At the 
public hearing stage of the proceeding a 
number of important questions was asked 
and President C. Q. Richmond of the rail- 
way company responded courteously and 
frankly. 


E. S. 'Wilkinson was chosen president 


pro tern and after the petition of the com. 
pany was presented the council went into 
a committee of the whole for the purpose 
of giving the public hearing. F. I*. Tllton 
was named chairman of the committee of 
the whole and took his seat beside Mayor 
Houghtpo. 
He filled as before his office 


well, though at one time a little stumble 
was made over the necessity of the com- 
mittee passing on the order before regu- 
lar session was resumed. E. 8. Wilkinson 
straightened out the matter and all went 
well. 


When the committee was ready for 


business C. H. Cutting introduced a peti" 
tion signed by most of the business men 
on Eagle street from Main street to Cen 
tor street asking that the council grant a 
location for the railway's track on their 
street. Following that a memorial was 
read by Clerk Brooker looking for the 
council's influence In the matter of trans- 
fers from one branch of the road to the 
other and in matters of the use of the 
streets by the company and other things 
over which the mayor and board of public 
works are given control. 


Chairman Tilton asked for remarks 


and Councilman Brown inquired about 
the company's intention regarding the 
transfer system. 
Mr. Tilton called on 


President Richmond who came forward 
and replied to Mr. Brown. 
Mr. Rich- 


mond said it had been the company's in- 
tention from the first not to run tho 
Beaver extension as what might be called 
a separate line. It was the intention to 
give riders from the Beaver passage on 
the Adams branch to a point half a mile 
beyond the city limit and on the Wil- 
liamstown branch to a point one qnarter 
mile beyond the city line. 
It was the ex" 


pectation to run the cars about on the 
present schedule directly through. The 
extension to the Beaver is one the oom. 
pany Is reluctant to make. It is more for 
the accommodation of the public than 
anything else. Probably the company 
has never planned to do anything from 
which it will get less benefit. 
Already 


plans are in the hands of the board of 
public works for two separate and inde- 
pendent bridges on Union street for the 
road bed. 


D. J. Barber asked about transfers for 


short distances. Mr. Richmond said that 
the company had not considered short 
transfers. A year ago it had reduced its 
fare from six to five cents, which has 
cost $2,000. It will take f 20,000 to build 
the Beaver extension and the company 
does not feel in a position to grant passes 
to carry passengers say from Zylonlte to 
Blackinton. It feels that it is policy to do 
all it can to promote travel and it will 
give to the public all it can just as soon as 
it can.x 


II. H. Hamer inquired how it would be 


with a patriu desiring to go from Bray- 
tonvilleto Renfrew and Mr. Richmond 
said the company would take him to the 
limekilns, the point half a mile beyond 
the city limit for ten cents. He would 
have to pay nine cents on the Boston <k 
Albany to Zylonite from North Adams. 
The company did not expect nor wish to 
grant transfers in the way of which Mr- 
Hamer spoke. Mr. Richmond said he 
was frank about those matters. 


Mayor Houghton asked if the company 


was able to pay dividends to its stock' 
holders and Mr. Richmond replied that it 
had never been able to pay a dividend 
from the day the first branch was built. 
There are people in the city who hold 
$50,000 capital stock and they have never 
received a dividend. The road was equip- 
ped for running by electricity In 1889 when 
there were very few electric roads in the 
state. 
The equipment was then very 


costly, has worn out and had to be re: 
placed. When the road was running wel 
the Zylonite stopped and there was no 
profit in the running of it. Another sum- 
mer and the good running ot the road was 
Interfered with by changes on State street. 
Then cane the macadamizing of State 
street which hindered considerably, the 
patronage of the road falling off because 
people did not care to walk to State street 


bridge to meet the cars. The company is 
willing to meet the public half way and 
feels that it is policy for it to do all it can 
to accomodate the public. 


Alexander McDougall Inquired if it was 


so that when the company first adopted 
electric propulsion that the Thompson, 
Houston Electric Co., experimented on 
the road at the road's expense and used 
it's knowledge elsewhere. Mr. Richmond 
said that it was news to him. la reply to 
D. J. Barber, Mr. Richmond said that the 
capital stock of the company is {100,000, 
{100,000 is bonded and every cent paid in. 
There was no more information desired 
by any one end Mr. Richmond was ex- 
cused. 


No further questions being asked Coun- 


cilman Whitaker presented an order 
granting the company's petition and 
moved that it be accepted. The commit- 
tee of the whole unanimously accepted 
the order and on motion of Councilman 
Wilkinson the council resumed regular 
session. Regular session being resumed 
Chairman Tilton reported the commit- 
tee's order to the council and moved that 
it be passed to a second reading. It was 
passed and the council adjourned. A 
regular meeting will be held Monday 
when the order will come up for second 
reading.

The letter demands inasmuch as state- 
ments had been made by Mr. Crane's sup- 
porters that Col. Winslow had written a 
le'tcr saying that be would not be a can- 
didate, that Mr. Crane publish the letter. 
Col. Winslow's letter was to be seat to the 
newspapers after a "reasonable" time, a 
promise which was promptly carried out, 
as the letter was dated on Thursday and 
was received in the newspaper offices 
Friday.

No part of the body can escape 
the effect of a general paralysis or fail 
to get the benefit of general good 
health. When business flourishes, the 
laborer is in demand; when it declines, 
he stands idle in the market place. 


Business of whatever sort in a coun- 


try like our?, rich iu resources, full of 
energy aud vitality, with all harvests 
everywhere ready for the sickle, rests 
chiefly upon two factors—public confi- 
dence and a sound and stable currency. 
When either is—and much more when 
both are—impaired or even gravely 
threatened, business suffers, general de- 
pression comes, labor declines, and the 
wolf approaches many a door. Without 
confidence there can be no credit, no 
enterprise. 
Capital is hoarded, sent 


abroad or lies idle, and all industries 
diminish or cease, and the surest way 
the world has ever seen to destroy confi- 
dence is to debase the currency and to 
make it uncertain from day to day how 
much a dollar is worth and hew much 
it is going to count for in the near fu- 
ture—to take away, as is now proposed, 
one-half its valne to begin with and to 
set the other half to fluctuating to an 
indefinite extent, with the rising and 
tiie setting of the sun and the approach 
of every storm. 


There is, therefore, iu my judgment, 


no mail more criminal or who is a worse 
pnblic enemy than hie who engages in 
or countenances that infamous and de- 
structive attempt, because the less a 
man has, or the leas he earns, the more 
necessary it is to him that the value of 
that little should be maintained and 
made sure, and that the few dollars in 
his pocket should be as good dollars as 
there are. As well might the steerage 
passengers iu a vessel in midocean, 
weary of their privations, be incited by 
some mischief maker to scuttle the ship 
in order to drown the inmates of the 
more luxurious cabins, unconscious that 
they themselves must be equally the vic- 
tims of the common calamity.

Heat ia the 
best and quickest core for this distress- 
ing pain. A hot flatiran, passed rapidly 
and deftly over several folds of flannel 
laid on the affected spot, will often give 
relief in less than ten minutes without 
the aid of medicine. Hot fomentations 
are of equal value, though when the 
skin ia very tender it ia wore advisable 
to use dry beat, nothing being better for 
the purpose than bags of heated gait, 
flour or sand, which retain warmth for 
a long time. Cold water, applied by the 
linger tipe to the nerves in front of the 
ear, lias been known tc-rfispel neuralgic 
paina like magic. When cansed by acid- 
ity, a dose of charcoal or soda will usu- 
ally act as a corrective. Sick headache 
is accompanied by bilious symptoms, 
and attacks usually come on when the 
person is overtired or below par phyiic- 
ally. This is a disease of the first half 
of life and often stops of its own accord 
after middle age. A careful diet is im- 
perative in every case, sweetmeats and 
pastry being especially pernicious.

It Was Walled Dp In the Vatican Dnplti 


Ita Beautiful Decoration!. 


The oldest decorated walls in the 


palace are those by Fra Angehco in the 
chapel of Nicholas. For some reason 01 
other this chapel at one time ceased to 
be nsed, tho door was walled, np,,»nd 
the very existence of the place was for- 
gotten. In the last century Bottari, 
having read about it in Vaeari, set to 
worU to find it, and at last got into it 
tlaough the window which looks upon 
the root of the Sistine chapel. 
The 


story, which is undoubtedly true, givee 
an idea of the vustness of the palace, 
nnd certainly suggests tho possibility of 
more forgotten treasures of art shut np 
in forgotten rooms. 


One other such ut least there is. High 


np in tho Borgia tower, above the stanze 
of Haphael, is a snit of rooms once in- 
habited by Cardinal Bibbiena, of the 
Ch:gi family, and used since then b; 
more than cue assistant secretary of 
state. There is a small chapel there, 
with a window looking upon an inner 
court, which was once the luxurious 
cardinal's bathroom, and was beauti- 
fully painteJ by Raphael in fresco, with 
mythological subjects. In 18S5, accord- 
ing to Crowe and Cavalcasolle, Pasaa- 
vant saw it as it had originally been, 
with the frescos, though much damaged, 
still beantifnl, and the marble bath still 
in its place in n niche painted with 
river gods. In one of the Vatican's pe- 
riodical fits of prudery the fresooei 
wore completely bidden with a wooden 
wainscot, tne bathtub was taken awaj 
and the room was turned into a chapel. 
It is believed, ^however, that the paint- 
ings still exist* behind their present cov- 
ering. —F. Marion Crawford in Century.

His sisters and 
other female relatives broke down un- 
der the strain and Daniel Gallagher 
sat down and cried bitterly. The band 
played very softly the "Last Rose of 
Summer" and to its mournful strains 
the party, who had started down the 
bay fnll of Joy and hope, slowly 
steamed up after the St. Paul.

AMERICAN LEGION OF HONOR. 


Action In the UOUOB Cenrie 


Application (or a Ileoelrer. 


Boston, Sept 6. — John Haskell But- 


lar, counsel for the supreme council of 
the American Legion oi Honor, ap- 
peared in the supreme court yesto rday 
before Judge Allen in relation to the 
bill in equity which has been filed by 
Benjamin Cohen of Baltimore against 
the order, asking that » receiver be 
appointed for it, and asked that there 
be issued against the 
plaintiff an 


order to make service upon the defend- 
ant. Judge Allen intimated that the 
defendant might itself file an answer 
at once irrespective of an; summons 
and afterwards move for a speedy 
hearing, so Mr. Butler did not further 
urge his motion, but decided to act at 
once upon the intimation which tha 
court made. The plaintiff complains 
that the guarantee fund of the order, 
which, he says, amounts to 1580,600, is 
not invested in stable securities. This, 
defendant says, is false, as 1400,000 of 
this amount is invested in municipal 
bonds of places within this common- 
wealth and $100,080 of it is saoured by 
ample real estate investments.

A little after 
noon and before the others had finished 
their repast, the viceroy announced 
that he would sl-sep, and two mlnntaa 
later he was wrapped in profound 
slumber on a b% divan. Although Li 
was due at 1 o'clock back at the hotel 
where all the suite and the United 
States army escorts were anxiously 
awaiting his signal for lunch, he slept 
soundly until twenty minutes past the 
hour when he was hurriedly presented 
to the ladies and children of the lega- 
tion, and then driven directly to the 
Arlington. Here he disappeared from 
public view until 3 o'clock, when he 
had an appointment to go to the top of 
the Washington monument. At that 
hour, Major-Gen. Miles, accompanied ,
